Historic Error 
in Guise of 
Artistry

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Over 


the mantle in President John- 
son's office is a historic portrait 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt incor- 
porating a historic error that 
gets by under the guise of artis- 
tic license. 


President Roosevelt might be 


a bit unhappy about the portray- 
al of himself holding "a rolled 
copy of the Atlantic Charter" 
since he went to some pains 
during his lifetime to set the 
record straight. 


There is no "Atlantic Char- 


ter" document as such. 


According to FDK and custo- 


dians of his Hyde Park, N.Y., 
presidential 
library, 
neither 


Roosevelt nor Britain's Winston 
Churchill ever signed any char- 
ter. 


The nearest thing to a docu- 


ment, says Hyde Park Library 
Director Elizabeth Drewry, was 


ft pf«SS r§l*S« IftttMti Aug. 14, 
1941 to n«wsptp«m§» aboard 
t&e British battleship Prince of 
Wales 
wh«re 
Roosevelt and 


Churchill conferred in the Allan, 
tic off the coast of Newfound* 
land during World Mr 11. 


She said FDR sifted both his 


name and Churchill's to the 
typewritten statement which set 
forth 
the famous eight-point 


U.S.*Bf itlsh declaration of ideal- 
istic principles as guidelines tor 
the postwar world. 


Miss Drewry says the presi- 


dential library has that press 
release as "our original." And, 
she confirms there was no offi« 
cial document. 


A controversy over this fact 


arose during Roosevelt's life- 
time, In 1944, he confirmed no 
charter existed In written form 
and that there was no formal 
signed document entered into by 
him and Churchill. 


Despite all this historical 


background, 
artist 
Elizabeth 


Shoumatoff completed an oil 
portrait of Roosevelt in 1966 for 
the White House collection and 
the White House press release 
announcing the gift last Janu- 
ary said: 


"In this portrait, President 


Roosevelt is pictured in a 
three-quarter study, seated with 
the waters of the North Atlantic 
In the background. Wearing his 
favorite Navy cape, Roosevelt's 
powerful hands grasp a rolled 
copy of the Atlantic Charter, a 
Joint declaration made by the 
president and Prime Minister 
Churchill on Aug. 14,1941."

cents—if you don't mind waiting 
until midnight to dial. 


The Federal Communications

Telegraph Co, The new rates 
take effect Nov. 1. 


The reductions include inau- 


guration of a 75-cent maximum 
rate 
for 
three-minute long- 


distance calls placed between 
midnight and 7 a.m. and dialed 
by the customer. 


The 
present 
coast-to-coast 


maximum is $1 for station- 
to-station calls placed between 8 
p.m. and 4:30 a.m. Monday 
through Saturday and all day 
Sunday. The $1 rate period will 
be expanded to 7 p.m. to 7 a.m. 
Monday through Friday plus all 
day Saturday, Sunday, Thanks- 
giving, Christmas, New Years 
Day, July 4 and Labor Day, ex- 
cept for calls where the new 
75-cent rate applies. 


Other changes will reduce 


charges for most calls beyond 
168 miles. But the commission 
increased by $15 million rates 
for interstate calls up to 24 
miles distant. Costs will in- 
crease 5 cents for the first three 
minutes.

In the average visit to a beauty 


shop or barber shop, the customer's 
greatest risk is a curl that won't 
stay put or a botched sideburn. 


But occasionally the hazard may 


be more serious. Injury may be 
done not just to the customer's 
vanity but to his person. When that 
happens, the law may be called 
upon to fix responsibility for the 
harm. 


The general rule is that, by open- 


ing its doors to the public, a shop 
promises the kind of service pro- 
vided by "a reasonably prudent and 
skillful person engaged in the same 
business." If its service falls below 
that standard, the proprietor may 
be held liable for the consequences. 


For example: 


on onset of puberty, marital 
status or number of pregnan- 
cies. It usually starts between 
the ages of 45 and 50. In a 
few women it has been known 
to start as late as 59 or 60. 
It is rare for it to start under 
the age of 40 and when it does 
this tendency may be heredi- 
tary. Since any disease that 
interferes with the function 
of the ovaries will cause the 
menopause, 
such a 
cause 


should be sought in a woman 
whose menopause started at 
age 25. 


Q—What is the cause of hot 


flushes in the early morning? 
What treatment, other than 
hormone injections, would you 
advise? 


A—Hot flushes are usually 


taken to mean the beginning 
of the menopause but they 
often persist long after all 
signs of menstruation have 


normal range if you are over- 
weight. 
Some 
women 
are 


helped by a short course of 
a tranquillzer, thyroid ex- 
tract, calcium gluconate or 
vitamin E. You should also 
avoid hot baths, alcohol, spicy 
foods, coffee and other drinks 
that contain caffeine.

Pick s disease. My husband 
has this disease and your 
description is way off the 
mark. 


A—You are right that a de- 


scription of Pick's disease, the 
heart ailment seen in chil- 
dren, is totally unlike Pick's 
disease or progressive atrophy 
or wasting of a portion of 
the brain. This is a perfect 
example of the disadvantages 
of naming diseases after the 
man who first described them 
instead of giving them a de- 
scriptive name. Incidentally, 
there is a third Pick's disease 
(erythromelia) which is char- 
acterized by painless red- 
dened areas of the skin. And 
then there is Niemann-Pick's 
disease in infants, more prop- 
erly called lipoid histiocytosis. 
All four Picks are unrelated. 
Confusing, don't you think?

;i bciiuly shop because the opera- 
tor, washing her hair, doused her 
head with scalding water. 


And in another case, a woman 


won damages for a skin infection 
resulting from a facial treatment 
given without the proper sanitary 
precautions. 


This standard of quality applies 


not only to the service rendered but 
also to the equipment used and the 
condition of the premises. Thus, a 
woman successfully sued a beauty 
shop on the basis of a soapy puddle 
on the floor which caused her to 
slip, fall, and suffer assorted in- 
juries. 


Nevertheless, the management is 


not held lo an ironclad guarantee 
of safety. If an accident was not 
reasonably avoidable, the law will 
i.ot impose liability. 


Accordingly, a woman who 


stumbled while getting out of a 
chair was denied damages from the 
beauty shop where it occurred. The 
judge could see no way the man- 
ajsernenl could fairly be blamed for 
such a mishap. 


In one famous case, a barber 


wiped his razor against the dispos- 
able tissue lyii:;: on the customer's 
>:omach. By coincidence, the razor 
happened to touch an ultra-ticklish 
spot. The customer yelped, grabbed 
instinctively, and closed his hand 
uu the razor, 


Badly cut. he sued the barber 


for triggering tlm woeful chain of 
events. But the court, unconvinced, 
turned down his claim. The judge 
said:

urricane Beulah went ashore 
in south Texas, the Rio 
Grande 
flooded -and the 


worst storm in history rolls up 
a fantastic 
toll in lives and 


damage. 


The latest estimate puts prop- 


erty loss at one billion dollars, 
With thousands of persons home- 
less. The erratic nature of hurri- 
canes was pictured by an NEA 
Service map in yesterday's Star. 
Normally you think of the great 
sea storms traveling up Florida 
and the East Coast, or whirling 
out of the Gulf of Mexico and 
lashing the Louisiana and Texas 
coastline. But Beulah was an 
evil bird with a mind of its own. 


The hurricane headed west- 


ward through the lower Carib- 
bean, went under Jamaica (which 
lies below Cuba), crossed the tip 
of Mexico's Yucatan Peninsula 
—and veered north to strike 
savagely at the Brownsville - 
Padre Island area of Texas. 


In a section where the land 


is never more than a few feet 
above high tide this was an evil 
disaster. 


Homes and businesses were 


wiped out, and only a masterful 
rescue operation kept thousands 
from losing their lives. 


The Rio Grande Valley had 


its best citrus crop since 1960 
close to harvesting, but losses 
of the green fruit range from 5 
to 70 per cent, and damage to 
the citrus crop alone is put at 
50 millions. 


And now a grim aftermath is 


told this writer by travelers who 
have been close to the stricken 
coast. People attempting to re- 
turn to their homes find them full 
of snakes. And an anti-snake 
drive is necessary before re- 
building can begin.

From Poison

TIJUANA, 
Mexico (AP) - 


Ten children are dead In an ap- 
parent outbreak of poisoning in 
this Mexican border town, 15 
miles from San Diego, Calif. 


Mexican state police rounded 


up about 20 dairy operators, 
cheese salesmen, store owners 
and other persons Monday as 
parents from the city's poorest 
districts continued to stream to 
hospitals 
with their blanket- 


wrapped, retching children. 


Authorities 
were 
checking 


milk supplies as a possible 
source. 


Police said no charges had 


been filed against the 20 per- 
sons, but that they were being 
held for investigation. 


Dep. Dist. Atty. Hector Valdi- 


via said 10 children have been 
confirmed as dead In the out- 
break, but Tijuana police said 
as many as 20 could die eventu- 
ally. The dead ranged in age 
from three months to 10years. 


Scores of children crammed 


the wards of the city's hospitals, 
some two to a bed. One hospital 
reported three dead and more 
than 60 ill. Doctors worked fe- 
verishly to save the ailing chil- 
dren, but said several of them 
would not survive. 


Physicians used universal an- 


tidotes and antihistamines 
to 


treat the poisoning, after pump- 
ing out the stomach of each 
child. They said milk was found 
in the stomach of every child 
treated. 


Dr. Jorge Salas Cepeda said 


six adults were suffering from 
the same symptoms as the chil- 
dren. He said the victims suffer 
from 
vomiting, diarrhea and 


general weakness. 


Pedro Luna Sanchez, standing 


.oifside the crowded Red Cross 
hospital, said 'his 10-year-old son 
developed the symptoms within 
a half hour after he had a 
breakfast of bread and milk. 


Luna Sanchez, a day laborer 


and the father of 11, said "it 
seemed strange. Three other 
children who had milk from the 
same bottle did not become 
sick."

in Vietnam

SAIGON (AP) - 
Embattled 


U.S. Marines at the strategic 
northern outpost of Con Thleft 
today took the brunt of the 
heaviest sustained Communist 
firepower In Vietnam since the 
French defeat at Dien Bien Phu. 
The Marines hurled bftck 10 
shells for each one fired at 
them. 


More than 1,000 shells fell 


Monday on Con Thlen, a scarred 
fortress Z 
l/z miles south of the 


demilitarized zone and the key 
to the Marine defenses astride 
Communist Invasion routes to 
the south. The Marines reported 
two dead and 202 wounded, and 
said they believe enemy losses 
are running high. 


Sixty-three Americans have 


been killed around Con Thien In 
the three weeks since the Reds 
started a battle of attrition 
whose eventual goal, some ob- 
servers say, may be control of 
South 
Vietnam's 
important 


northern tier provinces. U.S. 
sources say there may be as 
many as 35,000 North Viet- 
namese massed in and above 
the DMZ. 


U.S. bombers and jets rained 


600,000 pounds of explosives on 
enemy gunpits but the North 
Vietnamese fire continued. 


It was their loss at Dlen Blen 


Phu that convinced the French 
in 1954 to get out of Indochina. 


The Red gunners raked other 


American Installations in the 
battle area, Including the Navy 
patrol boat base at Cua Viet. 
When the shelling started, the 
fleet of swift boats sped out to 
sea and called upon the nearby 
destroyer Morton to Open up on 
the Red shore batteries. 


Further north, the destroyer 


Mansfield was hit by enemy 
shore guns. One sailor was 
killed and two more wounded. 


The Mansfield was shelling 


coastal barges near Dong Hoi 
when Red batteries opened up. 
One shell ripped a four-foot hole 
In the base of her forward stack 
and shrapnel flew through the 
flre room and passageways. The 
Mansflele shifted her fire to the 
shore guns and silenced them 
while dodging an estimated 47 
shells that splashed Into the wa- 
ter around her. 


Spotty weather over North 


Vietnam limited U.S. pilots to 
124 missions, mostly In the pan* 
handle area stretching north 
from the demilitarized zone. 


A few strikes we t into the 


well-defended heartland. The 
most significant was a Navy 
raid on the highway and rail 
bridge a mile from the mining 
port of Cam Pha, the third big. 
gest in North Vietnam and the 
port from which the Hanoi re- 
gime exports coal to pay for 
some arms purchases. 


Although there were scattered 


skirmishes up and down Viet- 
nam, the main ground action 
was at Con Thien, the sand- 
bagged fortress 520 feet above- 
sea level, atop a rolling hill of 
red clay.
